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INTRODUCTION 

The following letters and documents are selected from the 
ample archives of the family of Dundas of that Ilk, in the 
shire of Linlithgow or West Lothian. In point of antiquity 
and persistent possession of the same lands, this family has 
not many equals in Scotland. Their descent, as gathered 
from authentic sources, is here briefly indicated. 

Maldred, son of Crinan, the Thane, and brother of King 
Duncan, married Aldgitha, daughter of Huctred, Earl of 
Northumberland, and grand-daughter of Ethelred, King of 
England. Gospatric, son of Maldred by this marriage, re- 
ceived from William the Conqueror, in 1067, the Earldom 
of Northumberland, but did not long enjoy it, as it was again 
taken from him by the donor in 1072. About the same time, 
his kinsman, Malcolm the Third, King of Scots, gave to 
Gospatric "Dunbar, with the adjacent lands in Lothian." 
Henceforth, he and his descendants were styled Earls of 
Dunbar, or of March. 

Among the lands in Lothian owned by them were those 
of Dundas, which were granted by Waldeve, son of Gospatric, 
the third earl, to Helias, the son of Huctred.^ It has been 
assumed that this Huctred, the father of Helias, was a brother 
of Waldeve, who granted the charter. Of this, however,

there is no direct proof. There is, indeed, a Huctred, son of 
Gospatric, mentioned in a charter of David the First to the 
monks of Melrose, sometime between a.d. 1124 and 1153. 
This conjunction of names at such a time, together with the 
fact that the device of the Lion rampant is common to the 
shields of the Earls of Dunbar and the Lairds of Dundas 
seems to lend some support to the tradition of the descent of 
the one family from the other.^ 

The charter above referred to is not dated, a circumstance 
quite usual in those early times. The probable date of the 
deed has, accordingly, been a vexed question with antiquaries. 
Without quoting or discussing the various theories, it is 
enough for the present purpose to say that although Gospatric, 
the third earl, father of Waldeve, died in the year 1 1 66, there 
is nothing in the terms of the charter to forbid the probability 
of its having been granted before that event, as he is not spoken 
of as deceased ; and as Waldeve, who succeeded him, died in 
1 182, the limit of time within which the grant was made is 
thus so far defined. 

The successive Lairds of Dundas are recorded in the 
following order : — 

L Huctred, father of Helias, mentioned in the charter of 
Waldeve. 

IL Helias, in whose favour the charter was granted. 
There are some other notices of him, as, for instance, in a 
charter undated, but apparently later than that of Dundas, 
granted by Waldeve, son of Gospatric, to the Abbey of Dun- 
fermline, of the Church of Inverkeithing, the witnesses to this 
writ being Earl Duncan, Helyas de Dundas, John de Gragin,

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Alexander, son of Gospatric, and others.* Again, Philip de 
Mubrai, and Galiena, his wife, granted to the same abbey the 
teinds of Inverkeithing. This charter is dated at Edinburgh, 
ist July (1202). Among the witnesses are the Lady Ermer- 
garde. Queen of Scots, William, bishop of St Andrews, 
Helias de Dundas, and Roger de Mubrai.* 

III. Serle de Dundas is mentioned in various deeds during 
the reign of William the Lion, between 11 70 and 12 14. He 
died in the early part of the reign of Alexander the Second.' 

IV. Helias de Dundas, second of that name, is mentioned 
in an Inrolment of Court by Roger de Mubray in 1229.* 
He died before the year 124a 

V. Radulphus de Dundas occurs as witness to a charter of 
King Alexander the Second to the Abbey of Kelso, dated 
26th May 1240.*^ This Laird died in the reign of Alex- 
ander the Third, and was succeeded by his son. 

VI. Saer de Dundas, who did homage for his lands in Lin- 
lithgowshire to Edward I. of England, at Berwick, on 28th 
August 1296. His seal, appended to the deed of fealty, bears 
a stag's head embossed and a cross between the antlers.' 
This device may have some reference to the name of his 
lands, as it is said that Dundas means "the hill of the fallow 
deer." 

VII. Sir Hugh de Dundas, who joined with Sir William 
Wallace, and fought strenuously in defence of his country's 
freedom against the English invaders.^ He died in the reign 
of Robert the Bruce.

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VIII. Sir George de Dundas, who is said to have founded 
the Priory of the Carmelite order at South Queensferry. He 
was slain at the battle of Duplyn in 1332.^ 

I X. James de Dundas. There are notices of him in various 
records, but he is best known in connection with a dispute 
which he waged with the " lord abbot of Dunfermline," about 
the ownership of certain islets in the Forth. The conclusion 
of the contest is narrated in the Register of Dunfermline, to 
the effect that on the Wednesday next before the feast of 
S. Bartholomew the Apostle, in the year 1342, the lord 
abbot passed over to the south side of the Queen's ferry, for 
the amicable settlement of the controversy between him and 
James of Dundas, who, having asserted that two rocks lying 
within the flood mark were his own property, had troubled the 
men and boats of the Abbot ; who, on his part, alleged that 
the rocks in question had been peaceably possessed by him and 
his predecessors from a time beyond the memory of man : In 
proof of which he referred to a charter granted by David, 
King of Scots, the founder and first patron of the Abbey ; 
and also to confirmations thereof by divers kings, his suc- 
cessors, which again were confirmed by several popes, as was 
then shown in presence of Master John Gatemylk, Alan of 
Liberton, Michael Squier, Ralph the Clerk, John of Herth, Alan 
de Dispenser, Richard, son of William Scrismour, and many 
others, dwellers in the said ferry : and that the said James of 
Dundas, having incurred the sentence of excommunication, 
pronounced by the aforesaid popes in their confirmations, on 
account of this controversy, had for a time persisted in a 
hardened mind {antmo indurato), but now on the day afore-

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mentioned, he humbly besought the lord abbot, who was 
sitting with his council, on the western front pf the disputed 
rocks, as in possession thereof, that he would absolve him 
from that sentence, as he had altogether left off troubling the 
men and boats. The abbot, yielding to his supplication, 
absolved him as far as he could, with the warning that if ever 
thereafter he dared to raise any new question in that matter, 
he should forthwith incur the same sentence. 

The Laird of Dundas was thus compelled to experience, 
along with many mightier men before and since his day, that 
for the sake of peace, in this world at least, it is prudent to 
leave off " striving with the priest." It does not appear, how- 
ever, that he was convinced of the validity of the abbot's 
claim to the property in dispute, and probably on good 
grounds, since the grant by King David, contained in 
the abbey chartulary, and quoted in later charters, does not 
specify any such rocks, but simply conveys to the monks a 
right to the half of ^^ passage or ferry.^ 

This Laird died in or before the year 1 364, 

X, John de Dundas, who received from King David the 
Second a charter, dated i8th February 1364-5, of the barony 
of Fingask, in the shire of Perth. In this deed he is styled 
son and heir of James de Dundas.^ John had at least two 
children, James, who succeeded him, and Agnes, who was 
married to Adam Forester of Corstorphyn, keeper of the 
Great Seal, and high chancellor in the reign of Robert the 
Second.' 

XL James Dundas of that Ilk. Having resigned the 
barony of Fingask in the King's hands, he received a new

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grant thereof under the Great Seal, on 28th February 1378-9, 
to himself and {he heirs of his body, which failing, to Adam 
Forester of Corstorphyn, and his heirs.* From Archibald, 
Earl of Douglas, he received grants of the lands of Dun- 
bamy, in Perthshire, and of Blairmucks, in the shire of 
Lanark.^ 

The mercantile transactions of this baron are noticed in 
the accounts of the Lord High Chamberlain on several 
occasions, in a way that illustrates the manners of the age. 
In the account rendered by Sir John Forster of Corstorfyne, 
knight, and Alan of Famyle, custumars of Edinburgh, for 
the years 1406 and 1407, they assert upon oath that James 
of Dundas was unwilling to pay the duty of ;^5, 1 7s. 9d. upon 
certain wool shipped in his name. Two years later the 
same officials complain that they were unable to compel 
Dundas to pay the money. In 141 7 the custumars of 
Linlithgow affirm upon oath that James of Dundas had de- 
posited in the ship of John Maze ten sarpels of wool belong- 
ing to certain burgesses of Lanark, for which they believed 
no custom was paid. James of Levingstoun, brother of the 
Laird of Calenter, is at the same time declared to have put 
two sarpels of uncustomed wool in the same ship. Again, in 
14 18, among a great many others of equal or lower rank, 
'•James of Dundas, lord of that Ilk," is alleged to have sent 
off 22 sarpels without paying the dues : And finally, in 1420, 
the same custumars swear that the said James had sent out 
of the Queen's haven four sarpels of wool and one of skins, 
and had them hidden in the ship of Henry fan Moustre. 
The desire to evade the exciseman is evidently a failing not

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peculiar to any age, or to any class of people. Notwith- 
standing the serious diminution of the royal revenues for 
which this laird is alleged to have been responsible, he does 
not appear to have stood any lower on that account in the 
esteem of the Sovereign, for about the same time he frequently 
occurs as a witness to the royal charters, and received, on his 
own part, several tokens of His Majesty's favour. Thus, in 
May 1424, the King, of his special grace, granted licence 
under the great seal, with '* special goodwill," to James Dun- 
das of that Ilk, and his heirs, " to build, construct, fortify, 
and raise on high the tower or fortalice of Dundas, after the 
manner of a Castle, with Kymelys, and other equipments and 
improvements, below and above, with walls and fosses usual 
for such a fortress, according to the custom of the Kingdom 
of Scotland, as he or his heirs should deem expedient ; also 
to appoint therein a constable, porter, and other officers and 
keepers needful." ^ 

This royal warrant for the fortification of Dundas Castle 
was in good season, as was shortly afterwards found, when 
unforeseen troubles arose. 

This Laird, it seems, was twice married, and by his first 
wife, whose name is not recorded, he had three sons, namely, 
James, his heir, Archibald, and Duncan, who was progenitor 
of the family of Dundas of Newliston, and held the office of 
Lyon King of Arms between 1450 and 1471. By his second 
marriage with Christian Stewart, daughter of John lord of 
Innermeath and Lorn, James Dundas had four children — 
Alexander, from whom are descended the family of Dundas 
of Fingask, now of Carronhall ; Thomas, who died without

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issue ; Elizabeth, married to Philip Moubray, of Bambougle ; 
and Christian, married to Sir John Sandelands of Calder, 
ancestor of the Lords Torphichen. 

Having resigned the Barony of Fingask into the King's 
hands, James Dundas received a Crown charter, dated at 
Edinburgh, 24th May 1429, of the same barony, to hold to 
him and the heirs male of his body by Christian Stewart, his 
spouse, which failing, to his own heirs whatsoever, in fee, the 
reddendo being one penny of silver in name of blench ferme.* 
He died towards the end of the year 1430, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son. 

Xn. James Dundas. To him, as son and heir of James 
of Dundas of that ilk, the King's esquire, a charter was granted 
by John of Seton, knight, lord of the barony of Wincheburgh, 
of the lands of Dundas, in the constabulary of Linlithgow, 
and sheriffdom of Edinburgh, in fee ; reserving to his father 
the frank tenement thereof during life; and to Christian 
Stewart, spouse of the latter, a just third part of the lands for 
her lifetime : willing also, that she should dwell in the tower 
of Dundas after the death of her husband. This charter was 
dated at Setoun, 29th November 1423, and confirmed by the 
King at St Andrews on i6th April 1426.* 

This laird was served heir to his father in the lands of 
Easter Blairmucks on loth April 1431, and in those of Dun- 
bamy, Dundas, and others, on nth November 1437.' He is 
said to have married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Alexander 
Levingston of Callendar, Governor of Scotland in the minority 
of King James the Second, and progenitor of the Earls of 
Linlithgow and of Callendar. No record of this marriage has

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been found : the statement may therefore have arisen from the 
known marriage of Sir Alexander Levingston himself with a 
daughter of the Laird of Dundas, most probably of James, the 
father of this Laird, as Sir Alexander was born some time 
before 1380, his mother being a daughter of Menteith of 
Kerse, and first wife of Sir John Levingston of CallendaTi 
who fell at the battle of Homildon Hill on 14th September, 
1402.^ The only wife of James Dundas of whom there is 
authentic notice was Euphemia Oliphant, to whom, as spouse 
of James de Dundas, the King, of his special favour, granted, 
in 145 1, the sum of twenty merks out of the customs of Perth.* 
The relationship between Livingston and Dundas was there- 
fore that of brothers-in-law. 

The bond of affinity between these two neighbouring barons 
was advantageous to both of their families, so long, at least, 
as the Livingstons held the chief power in the State and about 
the person of the King. Archibald and Duncan Dundas, 
brothers of the Laird, held various offices at Court: the 
former was also appointed keeper of the royal castle of Kil- 
drummy, and the latter to a similar position in the castle of Res- 
talrig.' The season of prosperity, however, came to a sudden 
termination to both houses. The occasion of this adverse turn 
of affairs does not come out clearly in the history of the period, 
but a recent authority has given perhaps the most intelligible 
account of the matter in the following terms : " The sudden 
reverse of fortune which overtook the Livingstons in 1449 is 
one of the events of this reign, about whose secret history it is 
difficult to form any plausible conjecture. About the time of

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the King's marriage (with Mary of Gueldres), James Living- 
ston^ eldest son of Sir Alexander of Callendar, was promoted 
to the office of Great Chamberlain of Scotland. A few weeks 
later, he himself, his aged father, his brother Alexander, and 
other kinsmen and adherents of the house, including Robert 
Livingston, then comptroller, and Robert Callendar, keeper of 
Dumbarton Castle, were suddenly laid hold of and imprisoned 
in the fortress of Blackness, the whole property of the family 
being at the same time put under arrest, and every officer who 
had been appointed by the Livingstons expelled from his post 
The parties thus arrested were arraigned before a Parliament 
held at Edinburgh on 15th January 1449-50, and on 22nd 
January two of them were e^iecuted — ^namely, Alexander 
Livingston, younger son of Sir Alexander, and Robert 
Livingston, the comptroller. The head of the house, with 
his kinsman, James Dundas of Dundas, and other adherents, 
had their lives spared, but were attainted and incarcerated in 
Dumbarton Castle."* 

It is stated in the Asloan Manuscript that on the arrest of 
the Livingstons, Archibald Dundas, brother of the Laird, 
threw himself with his men into the castle of Dundas, 
fortified, as already shown, about twenty years earlier, 
and defended it against, the King's forces for several 
weeks ; and that, when at last compelled to surrender, the 
provisions and stores found in the fortress were bestowed on 
the Earl of Douglas, whose political interest had recently 
begun to revive. The same earl, in 1450, received charters 
from the King granting to him the half of the lands of 
Dundas, forfeited by James of Dundas for treason, whereof

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he was found guilty by the Parliament held at Edinburgh in 
the same year.^ Two years later the prosperous career of 
the powerful Earl of Douglas was fatally terminated by the 
King's own dagger. 

By advice and consent of the Parliament held at Edin- 
burgh on 26th August 1452, the King granted a remission 
to the late James Dundas of that ilk^ and to Duncan, his 
brother. It thus appears that before this act of royal clemency 
had passed the seals, the twelfth Laird of Dundas had slept 
with his fathers. Having left no heirs of his body, he was 
succeeded by his brother. 

XIII. Sir Archibald Dundas. Notwithstanding the stout 
resistance he had recently offered to the King's army, this 
brave knight does not appear to have incurred any serious 
disfavour at the hands of His Majesty, as, on the decease of 
his brother, he recovered the estates which had for so brief a 
period been held by Douglas.^ 

There is recorded in May 1454 a safe conduct granted by 
the King of England to Archibald of Dundas, along with 
James, Lord of Hamilton, James of Livingston, and others, 
to pass by way of Calais on pilgrimage to Rome. Whether 
he availed himself of this opportunity for the favourite tour of 
that age does not appear, but very soon afterwards he is men- 
tioned as fulfilling his public duties as Sheriff of Linlithgow, 
which office he held for many years. His brother Duncan 
was also promoted to the position of Deputy to James, Lord 
Livingston, Lord High Chamberlain of Scotland, in the earlier 
years of the reign of James the Third." Under this monarch 
the family of Dundas enjoyed special favour. Among other

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instances of this, the King, in 1471, "for the singular 
favour which he bare towards Sir Archibald Dundas, and 
for his faithful service, granted to him under the great seal, 
an exemption from the duties of ward and relief formerly 
payable for the lands of Dundas and Echlin.^ 

Sir Archibald, by his wife Agnes, daughter of William, 
Lord Borthwick,* had a son John, his successor, and a daughter 
(Beatrix), who was married to John MoncriefT of that Ilk. 

XIV. John Dundas of Dundas was served heir to his 
father on 3rd October i48o.' He took a prominent part in 
the stirring events of the later years of the reign of James the 
Third. From this monarch he received several Charters, 
among which was one whereby the king, with consent of his 
consort, Margaret, Queen of Scotland, granted to his familiar 
esquire of the Chamber, John Dundas of that ilk, and his 
heirs, the Barony of Bothkennar, in the shire of Stirling, for 
the faithful service rendered by him, and especially for his 
thankful labours and help afforded for the deliverance of his 
Majesty's person from captivity in the Casde of Edinburgh, 
on which occasion the said John had exposed his life to grave 
dangers. This Charter is dated on 17th January 1482-3.* 

In 1483 he was at the siege of Dunbar Castle, then 
treasonably held against the King by his brother, the Duke 
of Albany, in league with the English. On that occasion the 
Laird of Dundas received, on the royal mandate, a payment 
of £26, 13s. 4d.'^ Two years later he was sent as an envoy 
to the King of England.* 

For his unswerving loyalty under very trying circum-

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stances, John Dundas received a letter from the King, in- 
timating his purpose to ennoble him with the title of Earl 
of Forth.^ This intention was, however, speedily frustrated 
by the tragic death of the unhappy monarch at Sauchieburn, 
in 1488. 

The civil war in Scotland offered occasion to " our auld 
enemies" of England to intermeddle for their own ends. 
Their ships, along with those of Denmark, infested the 
Scottish seas, attacked and plundered the smaller merchant 
vessels, and perpetrated other outrages. 

The Firth of Forth was especially exposed to the ravages 
of these pirates, until they were pursued and captured by the 
renowned Sir Andrew Wood of Largo. Various measures 
were taken by the young King, James the Fourth, for the 
protection of the maritime trade in the Forth, and for the 
defence of the coast Among these it is interesting to note 
the Royal Charter granted to John Dundas of that ilk, of 
the Islet of Inchgarvie, with power to erect a fortress thereon, 
and to garrison the same, for the safety of ships chased 
thither by the enemy. This Deed, of which a copy is ap- 
pended to this preface, was granted at Edinburgh, on 14th 
May 1 49 1.* 

The accounts of the lord high Treasurer about this period 
have one or two references to this Laird. In apprehension of 
the rising of some of the nobles to avenge the death of the late 
king, letters were sent out in 1489 to muster *' the host." On 
23rd April there is entered, " Item to Schaw to pass with a 
letter of the kingis to the Larde of Dundas, xii**-" Two years 
later the king was strengthening himself in view of further

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trouble, this time from lord Bothwell ; and in reference thereto 
there occurs under nth October 1491, " Item, to the Lard of 
Dundas that he layd down for the fiirth bringin of ij gunnis 
that wes in Lythgow to the Blakness, and schippin of thaim, 
and the schip hyre and oder costis maid be him £\o^ i6s." ^ 

Having resigned in the hands of the King, personally, 
his lands of Blairmukks and others, in Lanarkshire, John 
Dundas received from His Majesty a new grant thereof, 
dated nth January 1489-90, uniting the lands into one whole 
and free barony, called the Barony of Harthill.^ 

The name of his wife has not been ascertained, but on 
his death he was succeeded by his lawful son, 

XV, Sir William Dundas, who was served heir to his 

father on i6th March 1494-5.' He married Margaret, 

daughter of Archibald Wauchope of Niddrie-Marschal, and 

by her he had two sons, James, his heir, and William, the 
progenitor of the families of Dundas of Duddingston, of 

Manour, and others. 

Sir William was slain at the Battle of Flodden, and was 

succeeded by his eldest son. 

XVI. James Dundas, who was served heir to his father 
on 22nd October 15 13.* About the same time he received 
infeftments of the lands of Blairmukks, Portersyde, and 
others, as mentioned in the Exchequer Rolls. 

This Baron is not very prominent in the public records 
until after the death of James the Fifth in 1542. Less than 
two months after that event, he received from the Earl of 
Arran, regent of the kingdom, the appointment of Master

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of the royal stable, and Master sewar, or cup-bearer, to the 
lord Governor, during his regency. The letter conferring 
these offices is the first of the series selected for printing in 
these Memorials, and, with the others which follow, illustrates 
incidentally the friendly relations subsisting between the 
families of Hamilton and Dundas from early times to the 
present day. 

The second Letter is somewhat singular, as a Warrant 
from the Regent to the Laird of Dundas '*to solicit and 
make gude ways " with the invading army of the English, for 
the safety of his place of Dundas, his lands and goods. How 
such an arrangement was lawful, or even practicable in the 
circumstances is hard to discover, and particularly on the 
occasion referred to, when the English were exasperated 
against the Scots for breach of the treaty, which included 
the proposal of marriage between their queen Mary, and the 
prince apparent of England, and, bent on revenge, had just 
landed, to the number of ten thousand, at Leith, and^ meeting 
with small resistance, set fire to Edinburgh, and ravaged 
the Lothians, destroying castles, mansions, and villages 
without restraint The description of their doings given in 
the Letter confirms the statements of history ; for the regent, 
as if actually viewing the devastation, speaks of them " bym- 
ing, herying, and distroying " the country. Whether Dundas 
attempted to take advantage of this licence does not appear, 
but he did not escape altogether skaithless. If the English 
spared him in any degree, it was certainly not for any love 
to him on their part ; and in this connection it is suggestive 
to read the report made to the English King in 1544, by 
Sir Ralph Sadleyr, who was coolly surveying the shores of 
the Forth with a view to future and more thorough operations 
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against our much-coveted native land. One of the items of 
the report reads : — " Ynche-garvy : iiij myle be weste Brent 
island. Ther ys a pyle or a forttres faysible to be wone, and 
good landinge with schipps or bottes. An island " Again he 
notes : — " Dundas : — ^by este Lithescoo viij myle, a marke for 
to avoyd a daunger that lithe against the south shore. A 
gentillmans hous."^ 

The exact date of this report is not given, but the Earl 
of Hertford, who commanded the expedition, is more explicit 
in his letters to Henry VIII. Writing on 13th April 1544, 
he says : " As to the viteling of Lygth (Leith) yf it were 
fortifide, and the sayd bulwark mad in the furdarend of Inch- 
kith, which I had thought to have dune att this tyme, — ^yf 
the French Kyng had v^ saylls, and Denmark as mani, and 
minded to let (hinder) the viteling ther of, nonne of them 
wer abuU to lye on this sid Inchgarvi, yf the wind were att 
the est, est and bi sowth, est suth est, est and bi north, est 
north est Soo that when they shalbe constraynid to be as 
far as Inchgarvi, which ys vi or vij mills abue Ligh, — fro 
Barwyk or Holi iland Lygh may be vitelid." Again, on 6th 
May of the same year, the Earl reports to his royal master : — 
" Fynally, syns our arryvall here, Richard Broke, capitaigne 
of the * Galey Subtile,' hath taken a block house scytuate in 
an Island within this ryver, called Ynchegarvy, whiche after a 
lytell assault made therunto, and some shott out of his galey, 
was rendered unto him. And because your majeste hath 
determyned that we shall not abyde here upon fortificacion 
of this towne, order is taken that the said blockhouse shalbe 
furthwith rased ; whiche yf your highnes fyrst determynacion

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to fortyfie here had contyneued, had byn worthe the 
kep5mg." * 

The state of parties in Scotland at this time rendered 
resistance hopeless. This invasion was the direct result of 
the policy of Cardinal Betoun, which Arran was too weak 
to oppose ; and when the enemy came to Leith, both of these 
rulers betook themselves for their own safety to Linlithgow, 
leaving the people to shift for themselves. 

From the third of the regent's letters to Dundas it would 
seem that the latter took a voyage to France in 1545. 

By the queen dowager he was ordered, as the proprietor 
of the Carmelite Convent at Queensferry, and superior of 
the town, to cause the tenants thereof to pay their dues to 
the friar, Thomas Young. This was in 1550. The Laird, for 
some reason or other, does not appear to have carried out 
this mandate, as a similar order, but in more stringent terms, 
is addressed to his successor by her majesty six years later.^ 
This royal lady was never regarded by the Scots with much 
affection, and by this time the friars had made themselves 
odious by their idleness and avarice. The *' officer of armes," 
however, might have better success than the Laird in ex- 
tracting the dues. 

From Mary Queen of Scots, Sir James Dundas received 
several charters, one of which, proceeding on his own resigna- 
tion, granted to him and Margaret Sandelands, his spouse, the 
lands of Blairmuks and Pakston in the shire of Lanark, of 
date 28th June 1551,' and another, dated i8th May 1553,* of 
the lands of Echlyn in the shire of Linlithgow, on apprising 
from Mowbray of Bambowgal.*

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Sir James married Margaret Sandelands of the family of 
Torphichen, and had, at least, one son who succeeded him. 

XVI L George Dundas of that ilk, who was served heir to 
his father on nth March 1554-5.^ 

The next record notice of this Laird is a charter to him 
and Margaret Boswell, his wife, of the lands of Echeling, 
which he had resigned: it is dated 17th June 1557.* Then 
follows the interesting letter to him from Queen Mary, dated 
20th July 1562, desiring him to come to her in Edinburgh 
on the first day of August thereafter, to receive such direc- 
tions as her majesty should give concerning her intended 
journey to York, to hold an interview with her " guid sister " 
the Queen of England. The two queens, as is well known, 
never did meet each other in the flesh ; but it was not the 
fault of the Queen of Scots. 

George Dundas sat in the Parliament of 1560, which 
abolished the papal power in Scotland, and ratified the 
Reformed constitution. This vital change was accomplished 
without any severity towards the persons who adhered to 
the abrogated system ; on the contrary, they were allowed a 
competent sustenance from the revenues of the church lands. 
The lenient spirit of the reformers, in contrast with the 
cruelty they had suflered from the late ecclesiastical rulers, 
is illustrated by the tenor of a confirmation by the Queen 
to the Laird of Dundas, of a charter granted to him by 
Thomas Young, prior of the Carmelite convent of Queens- 
ferry, whereby in consideration of the help rendered to him 
in his extreme old age by George Dundas of that ilk, who 
had for many years past nourished him in his own house,

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and because the lands mentioned were gifted to the convent 
by the predecessors of the said George, in pure alms, the 
prior now grants to him and Margaret Boswell, his spouse, 
in feu ferme and life rent, and to Robert Dundas, their fourth 
son, in fee, a portion of land in the town of Queensferry, 
with the gardens and greens adjacent thereto, near the church 
of Saint Mary, and the other buildings there to be constructed 
after the manner of a monastery, within the limits specified. 
From whom the subjects are to be holden is not said, but 
the reddendo is ten merks yearly, as the old rent payable 
to the prior, with an augmentation of rental to the extent of 
six shillings and eight pence, which sums are to be doubled 
at the entry of each heir. A precept of sasine is added, 
directed to Elisha Dundas, who was a servitor of the Laird. 
The charter is dated at the Castle of Dundas, 27th February 
1564-5, and confirmed at Stirling on the 8th day of April 
thereafter.* r 

The Queen's marriage with Lord Darnley having dis- 
pleased some of the nobles, they were forthwith denounced as 
rebels. They and their retainers, however, continued to go 
and come with all freedom throughout the districts of the 
Lothians, Fife, and Angus. An act of Privy Council was 
therefore issued in the name of the king and queen, to restrain 
them, and for this purpose they "depute and appoint the 
keping of the havynnis and commoun passagis (ferries) within 
the said boundis to sic personis, thair majesteis trew and fayth- 
fuU subjectis, as thai haif best opinioun of." Among these is 
George Dundas of that ilk, who is appointed to keep and 
guard the Queensferry ''and all the boundis betuix the

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samyn and Crawmound." The duties entrusted to them 
were to keep continual and sure watch, and to make diligent 
inquisition as to all ships and boats passing from or coming 
to these shores, for the discovery of the rebels or any of their 
adherents, and to seize them and present them to th^ king 
and queen. The act is dated 19th October 1565, 

On 9th April 1573, George Dundas of that ilk, with other 
three lairds, appeared before the lords of privy council at 
Holy rood house, and became surety for George Lord Seton, 
that he and all his should tender their allegiance to the king. 

Letters Nos. 10 and 12 of the series are grants by the 
Regent Morton to George Dundas and his spouse, of licence 
to eat flesh during the " forbiddin tyme callit Lentren," and 
exempting them from incurring thereby any penalty or damage 
in their persons or goods. There are several acts of the privy 
council about the same time forbidding the eating of flesh in 
Lent under severe penalties. The restriction did not, how- 
ever, proceed on religious grounds, but on the plea that " it 
is convenient for the commoun weill that the cattle be sparit 
during that tyme, to the end that thai be mair plenteous and 
bettir chaip the rest of the yeir." Exemptions were granted 
to some persons in consideration of the state of their health, 
and thus it is noted that the Laird of Dundas was at the time 
" under cure of medicine." 

Letter No. 11 illustrates the custom of the time, of com- 
mitting border outlaws, when captured, or those who were 
pledges for them, to the custody of the barons, to be kept 
"in gude suirtie" until their trial. This distributive mode of 
imprisonment was resorted to for various reasons of state, of 
which economy was doubtless one ; but the nobles and barons 
thus compelled to be jailors could hardly find it conducive to 
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the economy of their households ; moreover, the penalty of 
;^2ooo, to be exacted if their man escaped, made their re- 
sponsibility irksome in no small degree. 

The Earl of Morton, though able and energetic, was im- 
perious and selfish in his exercise of the regency. Many of 
the nobles, therefore, combined against him, and met at 
Stirling in March 1578 in order to have him deprived of the 
office. Taken somewhat by surprise, he made an effort to 
gather his friends in his defence. This is the occasion re- 
ferred to in the Letter No. 13. Two days after the date of 
that letter, the king himself, then only in his twelfth year, 
wrote to Dundas urging him to attend along with the rest 
of the nobility summoned to meet on the tenth of March " for 
sic things as tend to the quyetnes and commoune weill of this 
realme." The signature of the boy king to this letter is 
interesting as one of the earliest specimens of his writing. 

About three months later, the Earl of Morton, with the 
assistance of Lord Mar, got possession of Stirling Castle, and 
also of the king's person. Though no longer regent, Morton, 
having secured his position, ruled with such influence that the 
parliament which had already met in Edinburgh was sum- 
moned to adjourn to Stirling. Many of the lords refused 
to attend, declaring that Morton had seized the king by force, 
was detaining him against his own will, and that the parlia- 
ment if held in a fortress such as Stirling would be a mockery, 
as the members could have no security for themselves, or free- 
dom of debate. The malcontents took arms and gathered 
their vassals "bodin in feir of weir," for an advance on 
Stirling to effect the deliverance of the king. This was the 
state of affairs when the latter, on 28th July 1578, again 
wrote to his ''traist freind/' the Laird of Dundas, urgently 
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requiring him to come with all possible diligence, with his 
friends, servants, and " dependars '' fully armed This letter is 
countersigned by the celebrated George Buchanan, who was 
keeper of the Privy Seal, and at that time interim secretary 
of State. 

Similar letters were doubtless sent to the rest of the 
nobility and barons. It seems, however, that the Laird of 
Dundas was in no great haste to obey the summons. He 
knew well that the king's letter was dictated by Morton; 
and besides, the faction opposed to the latter numbered 
some of the friends and neighbours of the family of Dundas, 
such as the Lords Livingston, Seton, and Innermeath. The 
delay called forth another and more pressing epistle from 
Morton himself, on 6th August, reminding him not only of 
the king's former letter, but also of the proclamation that 
had been issued in His Majesty's name, summoning him and 
others to Stirling, and desiring him as his lordship's " speciall 
freind " to come with his people at once ; and lest soft words 
should not prevail, the letter closes with a hint of the '' incon- 
venient " that might fall upon him in case of his refusal. 

Whether, after all, Dundas did go to Stirling in obedience 
to these letters does not appear. It is more probable that 
he joined the force led by the adversaries of Morton, which 
marched from Edinburgh on the 1 1 th of August, and when 
near Stirling, was about to engage in battle with the forces 
led by Lord Angus, when, by the intervention of the ministers 
of Edinburgh, and the English ambassador, a reconciliation 
was happily effected. 

The next letter from the King (No. 17), is an invitation to 
the Laird of Dundas as one of the barons " maist ewest " or 
nearest, to accompany His Majesty from Stirling to his palace 
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of Holyrood house, previous to the meeting of parliament 
then approaching; for which purpose the Laird is to go 
to Stirling, along with his '' houshald and honest freinds/' in 
good time. 

This was a peaceful interval. But troubles were brew- 
ing. The king had just made the acquaintance of Esm^ 
Stewart, Lord d'Aubigny, recently come from France, and 
also of Captain James Stewart, a son of Lord Ochiltree. 
These persons, by pleasing the young king, and providing 
for his amusement, soon gained his favour, and were advanced 
with great rapidity to positions of dignity and power, the 
former being created duke of Lenox, and the latter earl 
of Arran. As the influence of these adventurers rose, that 
of lord Morton fell, until at length, on 2nd June 1581, 
he was beheaded. The rule of the two royal favourites, 
who were no great friends to each other, continued in force 
for about two years, when it was overthrown by the Raid 
of Ruthven, whereby the king was, for the time, rescued 
from their influence, but against his will. The leaders of 
this revolution were the earls of Gowrie, Mar, Glencaim, 
March (formerly Lenox), and Bothwell, together with many 
of the most powerful barons. Dundas was not among 
these, though some of his friends were. This is the con- 
dition of affairs referred to in the letter (No. 18) written by 
the duke of Lenox to the Laird of Dundas, on 27th August 
1582. Four days later, the Raiders also address a letter 
to their "traist freind the Laird of Dundas," desiring him 
on the grounds of religion and loyalty to hasten to meet 
them at Stirling on the 4th of September, accompanied with 
his '^ honest freinds and servants in fensable maner.'' Nine 
of the leaders subscribe the letter. Their government lasted 
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about ten months, when the king, having gone to St 
Andrews, chose a new council, in which Arran again had a 
chief place. 

Another effort to overturn him was made by some of 
the Gowrie party, by the seizure of Stirling Castle on 1 7th 
April 1584. This enterprise was thoroughly defeated by 
the advance of the king and his army and the re-capture 
of the fortress before the end of the month. This expedition 
is referred to in the king's letter of ist May (No. 21), giving 
licence to Walter Dundas, younger of that Ilk, and several 
of his kinsmen and neighbours '^to depart and pas hame 
and to remane fra this oure present host, armye and raid 
appoyntit toward Stirling for resisting of the treasonabill 
attempts, and repressing of the insolence of certane oure 
rebellious subjects quha lastlie surprisit oure toune and 
castell of Stirling." 

George Dundas was by this time well up in years, and 
was probably not with the host at the raid of Stirling ; but 
a few months later, his majesty, by letter (No. 22) invited 
him to accompany James, Earl of Arran, to the Borders to 
treat with Lord Hunsdon, the representative of the Queen 
of England. The king, with his usual care to maintain 
every appearance of dignity before strangers, declares to 
Dundas that "seeing it is our honour that he (Arran) be 
Weill and substantiouslie accompaneit, we have thocht guid 
. • • to desyre you in our maist affectueus maner, that ye 
fail not to meit our said rycht traist cousin at Edinburgh, 
upon the tent day of August next, weill horst and equippit 
with Jack and Spear, and uther fensible array, accumpaneit 
with a substantious nomber of your honest freinds and 
servands, bodin as said is." The meeting with Lord 
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Hunsdon took place at Foulden, near Berwick, and it is 
recorded that Arran, attended as he was by an army of 
horse, and a number of select privy councillors, made an 
extraordinary impression on the English party. 

The next public service in which this Laird was employed 
is described in the king's letter to him on i8th May 1585 
(No. 23), urgently requiring him to come to Edinburgh to 
give his "gude advice" in matters "of great wecht and 
importance " to be treated of in regard to a message received 
from the Queen of England. 

Then follow a series of letters in reference to the appoint- 
ment of Dundas to the office of Collector for the shire of 
Linlithgow, of the money due for the votes of the Barons 
in parliament. This was a voluntary contribution by the 
lesser barons and freeholders of ;^40,ooo offered to the 
king for " supporte of the affaires of his estate." 

Some correspondence passed between the king of Scots 
and the queen of England, in reference to the process then 
carried on by the latter against the king's mother. James 
was not, however, very decided in his bearing towards 
Elizabeth, whose favour he feared to forfeit Without at- 
tempting to gauge the struggle in his feelings between natural 
affection and political interest, it seems evident that he was 
sincerely desirous of doing something for his mother's relief. 
The nobles offered him substantial aid in any such attempt ; 
and in January 1587 the barons and freeholders of the 
Lothians approached him with the offer of 10,000 merks for 
the same purpose. The king, who was present on the 
occasion, after declaring the danger in which his mother then 
was, subscribed the deed along with the barons, the signature 
of Dundas of that ilk being fourth in order after that of his

majesty. As is well known nothing came of this project, 
and in less than a month thereafter queen Mary was be- 
headed at Fotheringay. 

In 1588, George Dundas was appointed one of the 
commissioners for executing the laws against Jesuits and 
similar plotters. The threatened descent of the Spanish 
Armada on the shores of Britain had aroused the nation to 
the necessity of vigilance in guarding the liberties which had 
been so dearly bought. The General Assembly which met 
in August of the same year, were so well pleased with " the 
king's majesty, his good minde and earnest affectioun to the 
defence of the true religioun, and of his commoun wealth, 
against the forrane enemeis," that they " ordeaned the right 
honourable, the Lairds of Colluthie and Dundas " along with 
Mr Robert Bruce, Mr Andrew Melville, and other ministers 
" to passe unto his majestie efter noone, giving unto him most 
humble thanks in name of the whole kirk. " ^ In the same 
connection is the letter of the king to his "richt traist 
freind " the Laird of Dundas, on 7th April 1 589, calling upon 
him to come forward with his " haill force " armed with spears 
and hagbuts to resist invasion (No. 27). In March 1590, 
he was again a commissioner in the proceedings against the 
Jesuits. 

From the royal licence granted to Sir George Dundas of 
that Ilk, to eat flesh at the times forbidden, we learn the 
two facts, namely, that he had been recently made a knight ; 
and that he was then in weak health, as certified to the 
king by "the doctours of medicine" (No. 28). 

After the marriage of James the Sixth, he, with the 
advice of chancellor Maitland, took various measures, more

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or less stringent, for the better government of the kingdom. 
New troubles, however, arose thereon, of which the chief 
instigator was Francis Stewart, Earl of Bothwell. He was 
quickly seized and imprisoned in the castle of Edinburgh. 
This is the occasion of the royal letter, dated 24th April 
1 59 1 (No. 29), desiring the Laird of Dundas, as one of the 
commissioners of the shire of Linlithgow, to come to his 
majesty at Dalkeith, in order to take part, along with others 
of the king's council, in resolving upon the course to be 
pursued for preservation of the royal person and estate. 
Again, in April 1592^ he is summoned to Holyrood to 
consult upon some business of public importance (No. 30), 
and in the autumn of the same year he is called, by another 
letter, to accompany the king on an expedition towards 
Teviotdale, against the "notorious rebels" of that region. 

Sir George was twice married: first, with Margaret, 
daughter of David Boswell of Balmuto, by whom he had 
two sons, Walter, his successor, and George. His second 
wife was Katherine, daughter of Laurence, lord Oliphant, 
and widow of Sir Alexander Oliphant of Kelly; by her he 
had several children, of whom James, bom in 1570, was the 
progenitor of the family of Dundas of Amiston, so honour- 
ably distinguished in the history of their country. 

The date of Sir George's death is not known exactly, but 
he is mentioned in the register of the Privy Council as alive 
in the early part of the year 1 598. 

XVI n. Sir Walter Dundas of that Ilk had several 
charters from the crown during his father's life-time. One 
of these, dated at Holyroodhouse, on 21st February 1583-4, 
was granted by the king with advice of his secret council, 
and narrates that his majesty, understanding that the pre-

decessors of the lord of Dundas had founded the place of 
the Carmelite friars of the Queen's ferry, on the south side 
of the Forth, and that they had endowed the same and the 
chief part of the revenues thereof, from their own lands; 
particularly where the place and its church and gardens are 
situated, with the acres specially kept heretofore as their 
place of sepulture; and the right of the said place having 
fallen to the king, he therefore gave to Walter Dundas, 
son and heir apparent of George Dundas of that Ilk, and 
his heirs, the yearly revenues, feu-fermes, annual rents, and 
other dues pertaining thereto with the church thereof, and 
the belfry and houses. 

This charter was renewed and ratified on ist February 

1587-8.1 

On 3rd May 1 594, the king confirmed a charter granted 
by George Dundas of that ilk, whereby, for implement of 
contract of marriage between Walter Dundas, his eldest 
son and heir apparent, and Anna Menteith, eldest daughter 
of William Menteith of Kers, of date at Dundas, Airth, 
Kers and Leswade, 9th, nth, 13th and 15th May 1592, 
he granted to the said Walter two quarters of Blairmuks, 
with manor, mill, etc., formerly incorporated into the Barony 
of Harthill, in the shire of Lanark ; and the lands of Echlin 
and Portersyde in the shire of Linlithgow, and of Bavelaw 
in the shire of Edinburgh ; reserving to the gianter his frank 
tenement, and to Lady Christina {sic) Oliphant, his spouse, 
her life rent of Blairmuks, with a third of the other lands : to 
be holden to the said Walter, and the heirs male of the said 
marriage, which failing to the heirs male of his body, with 
remainder to George, James, and Robert, his brothers, and

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the heirs male of their bodies respectively, then to John 
Dundas of Newliston, and the heirs male of his body; 
which failing, to the said Walter's nearest heirs male, — of 
the king : dated at Arniston, 9th July 1592.^ 

Having been invited by the king to attend on the 
occasion of the baptism of Prince Henry, in the chapel royal 
at Stirling, on 30th August 1 594, Walter Dundas was there 
made a knight, along with fourteen others. Calderwood 
records that they were *' proclaimed in the fore front of the 
castelL" 

In the interesting letter of the king to his " richt traist 
freind" the Laird of Dundas, dated 24th September 1599, 
there is proposed a new method of training the people for 
war. The necessity for improvement is insisted on by re- 
ferring to the skaith sustained by the country in former 
times through lack of " commandement," and the custom 
in war " of everie man attending upone his maister or cheif 
without airt or discipline." The measures to be adopted by 
way of remedy for these defects are stated, and then his 
majesty, acknowledging the many proofs afforded of the 
Laird's willingness in his service, adds, "we haif thocht 
guid particularlie to requeist you not onlie to dispose your 
awin pepill to the effect forsaid, prepair thame in armour, 
geve us in your roll, as weill of the number ye will assure us 
of, and thair sort of armour, betuixt and the 25th day of 
October next, but lykwais, baith by your counsall and 
example, to encurage your neighbours and all others your 
freinds and followers to take the lyke course " (No. 32). 

The family of King James was at this period increasing 
with decent celerity, and again he sent out invitations for the

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baptism of his " dearest sone " Prince Charles, at Holyrood- 
house, on 20th December 1600. His majest/s letter to 
Sir Walter Dundas contains a prudent request that he would 
make a present of venison, "wyld meit, brissell foulis, 
capons " and other seasonable provision, and concludes thus : 
'' and heirwithall to inveit you to be present at that solempnitie 
to tak pairt of your awne guid cheir, as ye tender our 
honnour and the honnour of the countrey." Who could refuse 
so quaint an appeal from the sovereign ! 

After the accession of King James to the throne of 
England, he continued to rule his ancient kingdom of 
Scotland by his letters. As the present historiographer-royal 
of Scotland has said, the officers of state " were the agents of 
the policy ; but the policy itself emanated directly and wholly 
from the King." ^ This was asserted by James himself in his 
speech to the English parliament in 1607, when, contrasting 
the facility with which he continued to rule Scotland, with 
the difficulties'^he experienced in England, he said : — " This I 
must say for Scotland, and may truly vaunt it : here I sit and 
govern it with my pen : I write, and it is done ; and by a 
clerk of the council I govern Scotland now, which others 
could not do by the sword." Thus, when calling a meeting 
of parliament, or a general assembly of the church, he stated 
the conclusions to which he required them to come. Even 
the courts of law, on several occasions, had their judgments 
shaped for them beforehand by a regal missive. A well 
known instance of this was the trial of some ministers on a 
trumped-up charge of treason, for holding an assembly which 
the king himself had authorised. Six of these honest men 
were incarcerated in the castle of Blackness for several weeks,

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where, however, they were generously provided for by Sir 
Walter Dundas, to whom they warmly expressed their grati- 
tude in a letter. Having been voted guilty by a packed jury, 
they were, in 1606, condemned to perpetual banishment. 

Another instance of the conscientious independence of this 
Laird may be referred to in connection with the king's letter 
to him, dated at Windsor, 8th July 161 8 (No. 51). The 
occasion of this epistle was the meeting of the General 
Assembly to be held at Perth the same year, called for 
the purpose of passing the Five Articles to be imposed 
on the Church of Scodand, for bringing her religious 
ritual into nearer conformity with that of England. The 
king '^earnestly" desires Dundas to be present on that 
occasion, and to attend the royal commissioner from whom he 
should learn his majest/s "pleasour." The articles were 
allowed by a majority of the assembly, but required the 
sanction of parliament before they could be enforced. For 
this purpose the parliament met in 1621, the members of 
which were urged beforehand to vote as the king wished 
them to do. Calderwood, the historian, who wrote at the 
time, informs us that, " The Laird of Newlistoun refused to 
accept a commission (for the parliament) ; yet was he 
admitted a commissioner, and by his affirmative vote 
frustrated the negative vote of the right commissioner, that 
honourable baron, the Laird of Dundas." ^ It is thus certain 
that Sir Walter opposed the Articles. 

While thus preferring to honour the King of kings before 
his earthly sovereign, the latter was well assured of the 
loyalty and public spirit of his '' traist freind " the Laird of 
Dundas. Accordingly he was entrusted with the royal

commission for various public services of importance, and 
among others that of Justice of the Peace, and convener 
of the commissioners of the peace within the shire of 
Linlithgow ; baron of parliament ; consultative member of the 
privy council ; and sheriff principal of Linlithgowshire. 

In view of the king's visit to Scotland in 1617, he was 
requested by the Lords of Privy Council to make the 
necessary preparations, along with the other commissioners 
of the peace, for his majesty's " honest and orderlie " carriage 
through that shire (No. 49). 

His majesty having intimated his purpose to visit the 
Marquis of Hamilton, in the same year, there is a char- 
acteristic letter from the latter to his "richt assurit freind 
the Laird of Dundas," inviting him to be present to meet his 
royal guest (No. 50). 

In the reign of Charles the First, Sir Walter was again 
called upon to give proof of his loyalty and patriotism, as 
appears from the letters from the Lords of Privy Council in 
1627, requesting him to assist in supplying soldiers for service 
against the French ; and also to advise with other com- 
missioners for the construction of a fort upon Inchgarvie. It 
would seem from this, that the ancient fortress erected on that 
island had been allowed to lie in ruins since the time of 
Lord Hertford's invasion in 1544. 

Sir Walter Dundas married, first, Janet, daughter of Sir 
Alexander Oliphant of Kelly, by whom he had three daughters, 
namely, Elizabeth, married to Sir James Dundas of New- 
listoun ; Margaret, married to William Sharpe of Pitleakie ; 
and Isabel, married to John, fourth Lord Torphichen. His 
second wife was Anne, daughter of William Menteith of 
Kers; by her he had George, his successor; William, 
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ancestor of Dundas of Blair ; Walter, ancestor of Dundas of 
Magdalens, whose posterity settled in Ireland; Alexander; 
Hugh; and a daughter, Marion, married to Bryce Blair of 
that Ilk. 

It has been well said by a recent writer, that " in generous 
munificence, liberality, and taste, none of these barons appear 
to have been more distinguished than Sir Walter." He 
meditated the purchase of the adjoining estate of Bambougal, 
but was forestalled in that matter by the Earl of Haddington. 
He then laid out the money intended for the purchase in the 
construction of a fountain of a beautiful design, surmounted 
by a dial. This elaborate work, of which a description is 
given later, still adorns the lawn of Dundas castle.^ 

XIX. Sir George Dundas of that Ilk was served heir to his 
father on 30th June 1636.* He followed his father's example 
in devotion to the public interest, and in zeal for the sacred 
cause of freedom, both political and religious. Of this the 
concluding letters of the series afford proof. 

In 1638 he subscribed the National Covenant, as did all 
the other members of the House of Dundas in the Lothians. 
He was made, in 1641, a Privy Councillor for life; was 
member of Parliament for Linlithgowshire from 1639- 1650; 
served on various important public commissions, and among 
others, on the commission for stating the public debts; for 
plantation of kirks ; for settling the Treaty of Ripon ; for the 
trial of the Marquis of Montrose ; and for visiting the Univer- 
sities in 1649. He was also one of the Colonels in Linlith- 
gowshire for putting the kingdom in a state of defence.

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By his marriage with Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Alexander 
Hamilton of Innerwick, he had three sons, namely, Walter, 
his heir ; George, who also succeeded to the estate ; James ; 
and four daughters, namely, Christian, married to Sir Walter 
Seton of Abercom ; Elizabeth, married to John Hamilton of 
Bangour ; Margaret, wife of Sir John Dundas of Fingask ; 
Anne, wife of Sir Thomas Rigg of Athemie. 

Sir George Dundas died in 1673. 

XX. Walter Dundas, younger of that Ilk. He b men- 
tioned in a charter under the Great Seal, of date 7th April 
1669, to George Dundas of that Ilk, Walter, his eldest son, and 
Ralph, son of said Walter, of the lands of Echlin and others. 

Walter Dundas was a colonel of horse and foot in 1643, 
and 1 649 : frequently on the Committee of War : commis- 
sioner for visiting the University of St Andrews in 1649. 
In 1 65 1 there was a process against him in Parliament for his 
having the year before surrendered the casde of Edinburgh, 
of which he was governor, to Cromwell. The matter was 
remitted to a committee, and he was acquitted. 

He married Lady Christian Leslie, daughter of Alexander, 
Earl of Leven. The children of this marriage were Alex- 
ander, who died young; Ralph, who succeeded his father; 
Walter, who married Jean, daughter of Sir Patrick Houstoun 
of that Ilk ; Agnes, married to Sir John Foulis of Ravelston ; 
Mary, wife of Sir William Lockhart, Solicitor-General ; and 
Barbara, married to Alexander, Lord Raith, eldest son of 
George, Earl of Melville Walter Dundas seems to have 
died before his father. 

XXL Ralph Dundas of that Ilk, who succeeded before 
1676.^ It was apparendy this Laird who suffered persecution 

^ Ret Qfiinquen, Visit 
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at the hands of the Privy Council of Scotland, in the reign of 
Charles the Second* Some people were alleged to have been 
at a conventicle, and to have passed through the lands of the 
Laird of Dundas, in Lanarkshire. For this he was held 
responsible and heavily fined. It was of no avail that he 
pleaded his absence from the place, and his ignorance of any 
such meeting. To be a Presbyterian was sufficient to deprive 
him of any claim for justice.^ His uncle James, in 1670, 
having attended a conventicle, was seized and brought before 
the Council; and as he refused to give the name of the 
preacher, he was sentenced to be banished to the planta- 
tions, and not to return on pain of death. He was, however, 
liberated some time after.' 

Ralph Dundas married Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Sharpe of Houstoun. The children of this marriage were 
Walter, baptised on 26th May 1677 ; Thomas ; William, 
baptised on 9th October 1681. This last was regarded by 
his father as illegitimate. In 1706, he disputed the succession 
with his cousin George, but at length agreed to renounce his 
claim on receiving payment of 1 5,000 merks. 

Ralph Dundas died before i6th September 1686. 

XXII. George Dundas of that Ilk, younger brother of 
Walter (XX.), was served heir to his nephew on 31st January 
1690. 

He married, first, Margaret Durie, by whom he had two 
daughters, Bessie, baptised 8th November 1671 ; and Janet, 
baptised 2nd September 1673. He married, secondly, on 

1 2th September 1689, Margaret, daughter of Hay of 

Monkton. Of this marriage were bom George, his heir; 
Christian, died unmarried; Barbara, baptised 27th December

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1695, she was married to Alexander Irvine of Saphock; 
Robert; Helena; Margaret; Walter. 

XXIII. George Dundas of that Ilk, baptised 15th July 
1690. He was served heir to his father on 29th March 1706, 
admitted advocate on 23rd June 1715, member of Parlia- 
ment for Linlithgowshire, 1722-27, 1 741-1743, appointed 
master of the king's works for Scodand. He married, on 
20th June 1 718, Alison, daughter of Brigadier-General James 
Bruce of Kennet, and by her had a family of thirteen children, 
nine sons and four daughters. The sons were George, born 
8th April 17 19, died young; James, who succeeded; Robert, 
bom 17th December 1722, captain in the army; Walter; 
George; Alexander, bom loth Febmary 1729, captain in 
the Dutch service, 1747; William and John, twins; Law- 
rence, born loth August 1734, married Miss Baxter. The 
daughters were Mary, Margaret, Alice, Janet 

George Dundas died in 1762. 

XXIV. James Dundas of that Ilk, bom on i8th June 
172 1. He was member of Parliament for Linlithgowshire, 
1 770- 1 774, appointed Colonel of the 94th Regiment, and died 
on the voyage to Jamaica on 29th July 1780. 

He married, on 22nd April 1748, Jean Maria, eldest 
daughter of William, Lord Forbes. His children by this 
marriage were George, his heir ; William, who died young ; 
Dorothea, who was married, on 21st September 1769, to 
George Brown of EUiston, Roxburghshire; Barbara, born 
4th July 1756, was married, on 15th September 1785, to 
George Ogilvy of Langley Park ; Elizabeth ; Alice, married, 
on 27th December 1780, to Sir^ John Wedderburn of Ballin- 
dean. Baronet 

XXV. George Dundas of that Ilk, was born at Mont- 
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pelier on 19th October 1752. He obtained a captaincy in the 
service of the East India Company, but perished in the wreck 
of the Winterton, off Madagascar, on 22nd August 1792. 

By his marriage, on 24th December 1784, with Christian, 
second daughter of Sir William Stirling of Ardoch, Baronet, 
he had four children, namely. Christian, born 31st October 
1785, married, on 5th June 1804, to John Hamilton of Sun- 
drum; Maria, born 21st June 1787, married, on 8th April 
181 3, to Robert, son of -Sir W. A. Cunyngham of Milncraig, 
Baronet; Ann, born nth December 1791, married, on 12th 
April 1 83 1, to Montgomerie Hamilton ; and James, his heir. 

XXVI. James Dundas of that Ilk, was born after his* 
father's death on 14th January 1793. He married, on 20th 
July 18 1 3, the Honourable Mary Tufton Duncan, daughter 
of Admiral Lord Duncan, and sister of the first Earl of 
Camperdown. Twelve children were born of this marriage, 
namely (i) George, born 12th November 18 19, became mem- 
ber of Parliament for the shire of Linlithgow, 1847-60, 
governor of Prince Edward Island, 1859-70, Lieutenant- 
Governor of St Vincent, 1874-78, also of the Windward 
Islands, 1878-80; had the honour of C.M.G. conferred on 
him by the Queen; married in 1859, Mary, only daughter 
of the Rev. W. A. Clark of Belford Hall, Northumberland : 
He died, as Governor of Saint Vincent, in the service of 
his country, on i8th March 1880; (2) Adam Alexander 
Duncan, who now represents the Family ; (3) Robert Henry 
Duncan, born 4th February 1823, married, on 12th March 
1863, Catherine Anne Carrington, eldest daughter of General 
Lord Napier of Magdala, issue a son, Robert Napier, and 
four daughters; (4) Charles Stirling, bom 9th September 
1824, Lieutenant-Colonel Bengal Artillery, retired as Major- 
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General; married, 29th March 1856,. Mary Louisa, eldest 
daughter of Sir Norton Knatchbull, Baronet, of Mersham 
Hatch, Kent: he died in 1895; (5) John Dalrymple, born 
4th February 1829, married, on 9th April 1877, Frances 
Anne Mackenzie, youngest daughter of Donald Hume Mac- 
Leod (of Harris). He died in 1890; (6) Frederick Henry 
Fergusson, bom 6th March 1832, married, on 19th Jime 
1865, Ursula, eldest daughter of R. C Mellish, of the 
Foreign Office : died in 1875 ; (7) Henrietta Duncan, bom 
1 8 14, died 1877; (8) Caroline Stirling, bom 181 5, married, 
on 2nd August 1837, to the Hon. Henry Amelius Coventry, 
died in 1862; (9) Katherine Mary, bom 18 16; (10) Ada- 
mina, died in infancy; (11) Mary Jemima, bom 181 8, died 
in 1861 ; (12) Anna Maria, bom 1827, married, in Sep- 
tember 1853, to Maitland Wardrop. 

Lady Mary Dundas died on 24th May 1867. 

James Dundas, soon after attaining his majority, set about 
the erection of the modem castle of Dundas, from designs 
prepared by Mr Bum, Architect " The ancient castle, built 
in the twelfth century, consisted of a massive tower, of 
which all the main features have been preserved, and 
which affords a characteristic specimen of the castellated 
architecture of Scotland at the most interesting period of 
its history." The walls are of great thickness, and the 
apartments are arched. A circular stair leads to the top, 
which is flat, and from which the view is magnificent 
Attached to this tower stands the modem casde. " It is an 
extremely well-planned house, combining much domestic 
comfort with a considerable degree of architectural ornament 
The principal rooms are entered through a richly decorated 
cloister of large dimensions. The entrance is on the south 
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side of the building, but the public rooms look towards the 
north and east The views from these apartments embrace 
an extensive prospect of the Firth of Forth, together with 
nimierous seats, villages, and towers on the coasts of Fife and 
Mid-Lothian, A view of Edinburgh on the east is obtained 
through the openings of venerable trees, while the hills of 
Fifeshire form a beautiful and varied oudine to the north." 

The building of this magnificent castle proved very costly, 
and, along with various other somewhat improvident enter- 
prises, may have hastened the financial embarrassments which 
obliged the Laird to dispose of the place, with the lands, in 
1875, and thus the greater part of the heritage which the 
family had enjoyed for seven centuries passed into the hands 
of others. Nevertheless, a portion of the lands of Dundas, 
adjoining the estate of Hopetoun, together with the Island 
of Inchgarvie, the Carmelite priory of Queensferry, and all 
the properties in that ancient burgh formerly owned by 
 them, were reserved to the family. 

James Dundas, of that Ilk, died on 9th March 1S81, at 
the venerable age of eighty-eight years. He was a man of 
great energy and remarkable mechanical ability ; and had he 
been bom in a different sphere of life would probably have 
left his mark in history. His eldest son predeceased him. 

XXVII. Adam Alexander Duncan Dundas, of Inchgarvie 
House, retired Commander R.N., and Justice of the Peace 
for the county of Linlithgow, was bom on 22nd January 
1822. He married, on 25th March 1856, Charlotte, second 
daughter of Admiral Charles Hope. The children of this 
marriage are, (i) James Adam, bora 15th January, died 
7th February 1857; (2) Walter Henry, born 22nd January 
1858, died 20th April 1886; (3) Charles Hope, born 9th 
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August 1859, Commander R.N. ; married, 26th May 1897, 
Helen Burges, youngest daughter of E. Burges Watson, late 
of Japan ; (4) George William, Captain in the 20th Hussars, 
bom 30th March 1868, married, 17th August 1889, Isabel, 
daughter of W. Head of Derrylahan Park, King's Co., Ire- 
land ; issue, a daughter, Aileen ; (5) Henry Walter, bom nth 
March 1872, died 31st January 1873; (6) Mary; (7) Ada 
Charlotte, married, July 1892, John J. Dodgshon, of Allt)rr- 
heiny, Pembrokeshire ; issue, a son, Angus ; (8) Gwendoline 
Maria ; (9) Katharine Theodora. 

Mr Dundas, on succeeding to what remained of the family 
inheritance, endeavoured "to concentrate the ancient rights 
and privileges of his family." Accordingly, he "erected 
a mansion house on the remaining lands of Dundas, in 
full view of the Island of Inchgarvie and of the Firth of 
Forth, and called his residence Inchgarvie House, tmsting 
to hand down to a late posterity that great historical fortalice, 
which had continued for such a long and stirring period of 
history an honourable landmark in the records of the 
Dundas family." 

This laudable design has, however, been so far fmstrated 
p by the high-handed proceedings of the Forth Bridge Rail- 
way company. In 1873 ^^^^ corporation was formed for the 
purpose of bridging the Firth of Forth at Queensferry. 
They at once saw that without the support of the Island of 
Inchgarvie the scheme was impracticable. They therefore 
entered into negotiations with the late George Dundas, 
younger of that Ilk, through the late Mr Adam of Blair- Adam, 
for the purpose of obviating any opposition to the Bill from 
that quarter. Mr Dundas was naturally averse to part with 
the proprietorship of the island, but consented, on terms 
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saith the buyer; but when he is gone his way, then he 
boasteth." 

Like two of his recent progenitors the present representa- 
tive has very faithfully followed the sea, and his record of 
travel runs to over a million of miles. He has spent much 
of his later life in the distant Empire of Japan. 

In 1854, Mr Dundas of Blair left his casde and estate to 
the present chief of the family, being then second son of the 
late James Dundas of Dundas, but owing to the Scottish 
law of entail, since repealed, the will was disputed and the 
process failed. A second time was the property diverted 
from the original intention by accident, and it would almost 
seem as if fate forbade riches to flow in the direction of 
Dundas of that Ilk. 

It is hardly needful to explain that Dundas of that Ilk 
and Dundas of Dundas are synonymous terms, or tides of 
honour, conferred by birth and descent ; and with one excep- 
tion this name has been handed down from father to son for 
twenty-seven generations, and is unquestionably a valued 
patronymic. It has been jusdy remarked by a contemporary, 
that 'Moubdess this designation is more coveted by those 
who can claim it than any possible modem peerage." He 
adds pointedly, ''Any prime minister can raise a man to the 
House of Lords, but it takes seven centuries of Scottish 
history to make a Dundas of Dundas." 
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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE PRIORY OF 

SOUTH QUEENSFERRY 

The old Priory of the Carmelites is situated at the west 
end of Queensferry. There can be no doubt that the family 
of Dundas of Dundas, as their charter-chest unfolds, intro- 
duced tlie Carmelite order at the present site about a.d. 1330. 
The brethren were governed by a Prior, and the oldest extant 
charter is dated March 6th, a.d. 144a It confirms to them 
and their successors a piece of ground lying in the town of 
Queensferry, with the yard and green adjacent to the Church 
of the Virgin Mary, and whole houses builded in form of a 
monastery, as also that piece of ground lying betwixt the 
bum which runs near the Cross of the said town on the east, 
and the highway and ditch that goes towards Echline on the 
south, and the rivulet running from the town of Echline to 
the sea on the north. Another charter by Sir Archibald 
Dundas of Dundas, dated 33rd June 1455, grants to the 
Prior and whole brethren of the Carmelite Church of the 
town of Queensferry an annual rent of five pounds Scots 
iiirth of his lands of Dundas, Echline, and Queensferry, with 
confirmation thereof dated 5th Oct 1457. 

The church proper was, after 1583, let by Sir Walter 
Dundas to the Bailies and Town Council of Queensferry, as 
a parish church, with an obligation by them to remove from 
it when required. As the present parish church bears the 
date A.D. 1633 on its north wall, this arrangement lasted for 
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about fifty years. Since then, now over 250 years, the Priory 
church has been used as a burying-place for the Dundas 
family. At the present date the west end of the buildings 
has disappeared, probably within the present century ; but the 
church proper, the south transept, and the tower or keep, are 
in good preservation. 

The whole structure has the massive character of the later 
Scotch ecclesiastical buildings. The walls are of great thick- 
ness, in order to bear the thrust of the pointed arches, which 
form the roofs of the interior. The pointed vaults of the 
chancel and tower space are quite simple, being entirely with- 
out ribs ; and the axis of the vault in the tower is at right 
angles to the centre line of the church. The openings be- 
tween the space under the tower and the chancel and transept 
are both narrow and low, and have plain piers and semicircular 
arches. The chancel is lighted by three windows on the 
south side, one narrow window on the north side, and by a 
picturesque group consisting of one large three-light window 
and two small windows over it at the east end. Where 
tracery occurs in these windows it is of the simplest pointed 
form. The south transept has a square-headed three-light 
window of a much later character than the others. This 
window has been entirely restored as a memorial by the 
Marquis of Bute, to record that an ancestress of his, coming 
of the Dundas family, was buried within the sacred walls of 
the building. The device is appropriate to the origin and 
order of the Carmelite fraternity. 

The vaults beneath the chancel were examined at the 
restoration of the church, but little could be discovered but 
the dust of ages. There was a stone tomb or sarcophagus 
above ground which had to be removed. It promised much 
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interest, as the slab on the top recorded that it had held the 
remains of the immediate ancestor of the Amiston family. 
Alas ! when opened, it only displayed a mixed collection of old 
mortar and rubble, and the structure fell to pieces. The slab 
has been carefully preserved in the South Transept. East- 
ward of the Dundas vault several tombs were unearthed; 
these were not disturbed ; and they still rest under the floor 
of the church near the precincts of the altar. 

The space between the lower and upper vaults in the 
tower has been at one time divided into two floors, probably 
forming rooms for a priest, reached by a winding stair in the 
north-west angle of the tower. 

The whole detail of the building is severe; the sedilia and 
piscina in the chancel have comparatively little work on 
them ; the one piece of ornament being reserved for the 
external space between the two small windows over the large 
east window. 

The Priory, as restored in 1890, is used for public 
worship, in connection with the Episcopal Church. The 
Restoration of the church was effected by friendly sub- 
scriptions under the direction of the Bishop of Edinburgh, 
whose kindly influence smoothed all difficulties. The further 
restoration of this historic building, which has been for so 
many years dedicated to the service of God, would be a great 
matter of rejoicing to the Episcopalians of Scotland, as well 
as to archeologists in general : and how many interested 
persons there must be who would gladly contribute to such 
a desirable end if they only knew of the deficiency. 
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THE DIAL-FOUNTAIN AT DUNDAS CASTLE 

Mr William Wallace Fyfe in his work, ^'Summer Life 
on Land and Water/' gives the following description of this 
structure : — 

''A fountain of the most remarkable structure and 
elegance of design^ which still graces the lawn in rear 
of the mansion. It is built of finely carved stones^ now 
slightly covered with small ferns and lichens, but not one 
disjointed or displaced, and its compartments are sculptured 
round and round with the Latin inscription, a copy of which 
we subjoin. The dialling by which this fountain is sur- 
mounted we immediately recognised as identical with the 
lost art, so profusely exhibited in the works of the monks, 
as preserved in the superbly carved dials of Colonel Belshes' 
grounds at Invermay, where hearts, hemispheres, or any 
other hollow figures, are made to indicate the solar hours, 
exactly as on a common disk, with an ordinary gnomen. 
Here it is the same; and the thought struck us, whether, 
since it was this very Sir Walter to whom the Carmelite 
Friars' church and property were gifted back at the dis- 
solution of that religious house, he might not have harboured 
and employed the brethren in this ingenious piece of work. 
The lower ledge or zigzag rim, for reception of the overflow 
of the fountain, is one of the most unique and beautiful 
notions ever executed in stone. This is precisely the point 
in which we have seen all recent designs for fountains miser- 
ably fail. And we scarcely could refrain from shouting, as 
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we saw this Byzantine-like moulding creeping, now boldly, 
now in modest retreat around the basement — ' Eureka / We 
have found it' 

" The latinity of the subjoined inscription may, perhaps, 
more than all, be deemed to savour of the Friars. The first 
part of the inscription is highly classical, and renders itself 
as naturally as possible into something approaching English 
hexameters ; but, if the second, which is almost macaronic, 
be not monkish Latin, we err very greatly. We are, there- 
fore, strongly tempted to ascribe the work to the Carmelites.

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Leaving to the curious to trace, with precision, the literal 
construction of this unique inscription for themselves, a free 
rendering of its subject seems all that is requisite to be given 
in this place : — 

"Sir Walter Dundas, in the year of our Lord 1623, and 
6 1 St of his own age, erected and adorned, as an ornament 
of his country and family, sacred to the memory of himself, 
and as a future memorial of his posterity, as also an amusing 
recreation of friends, guests, and visitors, this fountain in the 
form of a castle, this dial with its retinue of goddesses, and 
this garden with its buildings, walls, and quadrangular walks, 
surrounded with stones, piled on high, rocks having been on 
all sides deeply cut out, which inconveniently covered the 
ground. 

"Whosoever thou art who comest hither, we, so many 
half-fiendish spectres, are placed here lately by order, ex- 
pressly for bugbears to the bad, so that the hideous show 
their visages, lest any meddling, evil-disposed person, should 
put forth his hand on the dial or garden. We warn robbers 
to depart, burglars to desist, nothing here is prey for 
plunderers I For the pleasure and enjoyment of spectators 
are all these placed here; but we, who rather laugh with 
joyous front, to a free sight, we bid frankly the kind and 
welcome friends of the host Boldly use every freedom with 
the master, the dial, the garden, and with the garden-beds 
and couches — ^him for friendship and conversation, them for 
the recreation of the mind and thought. With ordinary 
things to content us here, is to be even with others — ^we envy 
not their better things."

constructed upon the said Rock ; and to raise and finish it on high, 
and prepare machines on the summit thereof, and adorn it with 
warlike and defensive ornaments : also to appoint in the said castle 
or fortalice a constable, keepers of the prisons, wardens, guards, 
porters and other officers necessary, with the fees of the constable 
and porters usual in such castles, and with all other and sundry 
liberties and privileges belonging, or that may in any way whatsoever 
belong, to the said castle or fortalice, without any obstacle, impedi- 
ment or revocation or contradiction thereanent to be made in future 
in an}^se, of us or our successors whomsoever, to the aforesaid John 
and his heirs : Wherefore, strictly charging all and sundry our li^es 
and subjects, we command that they do not molest, disquiet, vex or 
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disturb the said John, his heirs, workmen and servants whatsoever, in 
building and constructing the aforesaid castle or fortalice in the 
manner and form premised, or make afly impediment or obstacle, or 
cause damage, injury or loss in any way whatever to them or any one 
of them, under all pain which they may incur against our royal 
Majesty.

and dishonour which flow therefrom to us, our kingdom, subjects 
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and merchants, and desiring to provide for the seasonable remedy of 
this matter, have given and granted, and by the tenor of our present 
charter, do give and grant to our beloved familiar, our esquire, John 
Dundas of that ilk, and his heirs, all and whole the Island and Rock 
of Inchgardy, lying in our water of Forth aforesaid, situated between 
the Queen's ferries, with harbour and station of ships near the same 
Island, or near any other part of the lands of the said John adjacent 
thereto, with mettages, anchorages, wrak and ware ; and with power 
to the said John and his heirs to build, construct, and set up upon 
the said Rock and island of Inchgardy, a castle or fortalice, to such 
height, length and breadth as to the said John and his heirs shall 
seem most expedient, with iron bars, ramparts, portcullises, crenelles, 
and machicolations and with all other such fortifications and muni- 
tions as can be planned and devised for the security of the said castle, 
with moat and dungeon, with fees and dues of constables and porters, 
and with all other defences which can be wrought there as is pre- 
mised, for the keeping and security of whatsoever ships, cobles, boats, 
and other maritime vessels, coming to the said Island or Rock, or 
above the same, for the sake of safety, or fleeing from the invasion of 
enemies : For which cause, and for the sustentation of the said castle 
and fortalice, we, with advice of our said Parliament and Council, as 
aforesaid, have given and granted, and by the tenor of this our 
present charter do give and grant to the said John and his heirs, the 
privil^es, freedoms and profits underwritten, that is to say, from each 
ship, boat or other sea vessel whatsoever, laden in whole or in part 
with merchandice, victuals, or other goods whatsoever, coming to or 
above the said castle and Rock in the said water, for the sake of 
defence, security and help, and fleeing as is beforesaid, six pennies 
of good and usual money of our kingdom for each barrel of the 
burthen of such ship or boat, of whatsoever merchandice or goods 
contained in the same, to be levied and uplifted according to the 
quantity and equivalence of the barrel, by the said John and his 
heirs, constables or keepers of the said castle for the time being, 
perpetually ; and in like manner from every ship, boat or other sail-

faithfully copied : the tenor whereof follows word for word and is 
to this effect : JAMES by the grace of God King of Scots, to our 
lovites John Borthwick of Cruikston, John Moubray, John Douglas of 
Bamton, William Hamilton of Bathgate, and James Gudlad, and each 
of them conjunctly and severally, our sheriffs in that part, greeting : 
Whereas. we have given and granted heritably to our lovite John 
Dundas of that ilk, all and whole the Island and Rock of Inchgardy, 
lying in our water of Forth, between the Queens ferries, with harbour 
and station of ships, and with power to the said John and his heirs 
to build a castle or fortalice on the said Island, for the saf(^[uard and 
security of whatsoever ships, cobles, boats, and other maritime vessels, 
coming to the said Island or rock, or above the same, for the sake of 
safety, or fleeing from the invasion of enemies, as in our charter 
thereof, granted to the said John, is more fully contained: We 
command and charge you forthwith, that ye, without delay, justly 
cause sasine to be had to the said John or his certain attorney, bearer 
of the presents, of the said Rock and Island of Inchgardy, according 
to the tenor of our said charter which he has thereof from us ; and 
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this on no wise do ye omit : for the doing of which we commit to 
you and each of you conjunctly and severally full power in that 
behalf : Given under the testimonial of our great seal, at Edinburgh 
the 14th day of May, in the third year of our reign : After reading 
and public showing of which precept of sasine, the aforesaid sherifT, 
in virtue of his office, first delivered and gave state, sasine, and real 
actual and corporal possession of all and whole the Island or Rock 
of Inchgardy, with all the profits rights and provents belonging or 
that may in any way belong in time coming to the aforesaid Island, 
by delivery of earth and stone, as the custom is, to the said John 
Dundas of that ilk, to remain in fee and heritage in all time coming, 
according to the tenor of the charter of our sovereign lord the king : 
And secondly, the aforesaid sheriff descended from the summit of the 
Island to the sea, and there in like manner gave and delivered to 
the aforesaid John, by sand and water, state and possession of the 
harbour and station of whatsoever ships, cobles, boats, and other 
maritime vessels coming to the said island or rock or above the 
same, or near to any other part of the lands of the aforesaid John 
lying there about, for the sake of safety, with mettages, wrak and 
ware and road : And thirdly, the aforesaid sheriff gave to the afore- 
said John of Dundas, one penny, in token and witness of the recep- 
tion of the privil^es, freedoms and profits underwritten, namely, from 
each ship or boat or other marine vessel, laden in whole or in part 
with whatsoever merchandice, victuals, or other goods whatsoever, 
coming and fleeing as aforesaid to or above the said Castle and Rock 
in the said water, for the sake of defence security or help, six pennies 
of usual money of Scotland for each barrel of the burden of such ship 
or boat, of whatsoever merchandice and goods contained in the same, 
according to the quantity and equivalence of the barrel, to be levied 
and taken by the said John, his heirs, constables and keepers of the 
said castle for the time being, for ever : And in like manner, from 
every ship, coble pr boat, unladen or empty, coming, as is premised, 
to or above the said Castle and Island in the aforesaid water, for 
the sake of safety or help, for each barrel weight of the ship or boat 
which it could carry if it were laden, three pennies of money fore- 
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said, to be likewise received and for ever levied by the said John 
his heirs, constables or keepers of the said castle : with power to the 
said John and his heirs to distrain, if need be, for the said fees and 
pennies, for the sustentation of the said castle and fortalice : Render- 
ing therefor yearly, the said John and his heirs to our sovereign lord 
the King and his heirs and successors, one penny of silver, at the said 
castle, on the day of the nativity of St John the Baptist in the month 
of June, in name of blench ferme, if required only, as the charter 
granted thereupon more fully purports and testifies : Upon which 
all and sundry, the aforesaid John Dundas of that ilk asked from me 
notary public underwritten, public instrument or instruments to be 
made to him : These things were done on the aforesaid island of 
Inchgardy, about the twelfth hour before noon, under the year, day, 
month, indiction and pontificate above said, there being present 
prudent and discreet men, namely, Sir John Lam, chaplain, Archi- 
bald Logy, James Dallyn, Robert Barton, James Sutherland, John 
Little, John Brown, Robert Cunynghame, Robert Little and Thomas 
Lyn, witnesses to the premises, specially called and asked. 

And I, truly, Patrick Johnson, clerk of St Andrews diocese, 
notary public by imperial and r^^ authority, was personally 
present with the aforenamed witnesses at all and sundry the 
aforesaids, and knew, saw, said and also heard all and simdry 
these things to be so as is premised, and took in note, and 
thence have made this present public instrument, written with 
my own hand, and reduced to this public form, and confirmed 
by my sign and name used and wont, required in faith and 
witnessing of all and sundry the premises.

58. COPY LETTER, the Nobles in Scotland, to the Nobles 
then with the King, asking their help and advice as to 
presenting a supplication to the Sovereign, for remedy of 
the national grievances. Edinburgh, gth March 1638. 

Most noble Lordis 

The greife of the subjectis heer, and the just recentment of so 
great evills on the church and kingdome cannot be unknowen to 
your Lordships whose native interest and that part of your fortunes 
placed in the land, must begett in your Lordships myndes a sense of 
our hard condition ; and as principall members nixt unto the head 
mak yow inquire and indevoure to prevent the imminent dangers of 
this estate. Your extraction from this, and the greatnes of your 
places heer, with your frequent accesse to our soveraigne doeth not 
so much invite our recourse to your Lordships as the meer necessitie 
of our present case : haveing by supplicationes and Bills publicklie 
presented our desyres at three severall t3niies to the Lordes of his 
majesties privie counsell, besyde our continuall solistationes to them 
thir six moneths bypast ; and by all these requyred ther mediation 
with his majestic, for that ordinary remeed by law justlie due to the 
meanest of the people. Yet was neither our persones, being the farr 
greatest and most considerable part of the subjectis ; nor our cause 
that so concerns religion and the wellfaire of the estate had in so 
great consideration as they deserved. And of late we being forced 
by the order of law befor the counsell to declyne those on whom we 
complaine from being our judges ; and the Lords refuseing to admitt 
the same did constraine us either to suffer our parties to be our 
judges against the law of nature and nationes, or (as we have done) 
to mak protestation to have our imediat recourse to our sacred 
soveraigne, since the way is closed of farder dealing with them. The 



great necessitie of present remedie to our pressing evills forceth from 
us a supplication to his sacred majestic, haveing some incouragement 
therto by a late proclamation ; and that being now the only meane 
left of our hopes, and ordinarie way of all subjectts in the lyk case. 
We do therfor humblie entreat your Lordships be pleased to give us 
notice, whither his Majestic will allow our suppUcation to com by 
your hands, being the most eminent of this nation, and by whose 
mediation as true patrones we exspect much good : or if his Majestic 
will give us a warrand by your meanes, that we may send some from 
this with the samyne. Upon your Lordship's advertisment of his 
majesties gratious resolution, we sail be readie to obey either of 
these, as becometh humble and faithfuU subjectis: wishing your 
Lordships intercession succesful, as for many respects, so, to increase 
the joy and true affection of all the supplicants to our soveraigne : 
for whom and ourselves we subscryve and bind the thankfuU acknow- 
ledgement to your persones and families, as to those who ar indewed 
with a measure of abilitie, and affection to religion and your countries, 
truelie answerable to the greatnes of your places and trust with his 
majestic ; and as the present necessitie of your Lordships and the 
publick requyreth, which is faithfuUie promissed for alL
